Dr. Anita Newcomb McUie, 
u patriotic H ;r li i ii" i mi woman, has 
just been charged with the selec- 
tion of all of the war nurses for the 
government during its present OOnflJcU 
She is the Dorothea Dix of the Spanish- 
American war. The surgeons general 
of the army and uavy regard her office 
'as a branch bureau of their depart- 
ments, though in reality it has no ofll- 
clal connection with the government, 
except In a volunteer enpncijy. ^ 

at the beginning of the war tba I neither 
the army nor the navy would enlist any 
women nurses' for war service, the 
plans, says the New York Herald, have 
just been changed, and Dr. McOee is 
fast supplying women to take care of 
our brave boys In the hospitals at Key 
West.Atlanta and the hospital ship late- 
ly fitted out at New York. Th<

She has pursued special courses of 
study abroad at Cambridge, the Uni- 
versity of Geneva and elsewhere on the 
continent. 

Returning to this country, she 
equipped herself for the sciences, and 
studied medicine at Columbia and 
Johns Hopkins. She is the daughter of 
Prof. Simon Newcomb, the great as- 
tronomer, who ha« been more honored 
abroad than any other of our American 
scientists, and is the wife of Prof. W. 
J. McGee, the well-known ethnologist 
and geologist. She is one of the vice 
presidents general of the Daughters of 

previously elected surgeon ;ri ucrai and 
librarian-general of that society. 

Only surgical uurses are being called 
for, since women train, el in the ear* at 
general diseases would have practically 
nothing to do in wards filled with men 
mangled by shot and shell. Although 
during the last war Miss Dix, who per- 
formed the duties now conferred upon 
Dr. McGee, refused to appoint women 
who were prepossessing in appearance, 
no such regulation heis been maele for 
this war, and our brave boys may hope 
to be inspired to strength by woman's 
comeline&s as well as healed by her ten- 
der skill. 

Great care it being taken, however, 
to select only women of the very high- 
est moral character, and to insure this 
individual members of the Daughters 
of the American Devolution are coop- 
erating in all of the states. 

These war uurses will be uniformed 
In white dresses, caps and aprons. Kach 
will wear a badge in the form of a red 
cross of enamel, surrounded by a circle 
of blue enamel. Upon the cross will be 
loaorUted "Hospital Corps," and along 
the blue circle, ''Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution." Upon each apron trill 
be neatly stencilled the wheel Insignia 
of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
Cuba, If any are delegated to li.-U 
hospital* they will do service only ir 
this country. Of course, none will b. 
permitted aboard any of the Daval r< 
sel«, since the gentler sex are forbidden 
quarters on all ships in action. 

Twenty-live nurses will be attached 
to each regiment In the field, and if all 
of these nurses are to be graduates of 
training schools a great mnnj <>t them 
must be women. Many of the women 
w h<> have already volunteered are doc- 
tor* of medicine willing to perform any 
nutlet, and , ome are s j lteni of charity
